Ile resembles the orb ot 
day, imparting his twilight long afer he is set: and 
invisibly dispensing his light and cheermg warmth tu 
the world Cautious, and prudent, he was never sur. 
ised by the most disheartening failurce, nor alarmed 
te compliance by the most undaunted threats. His 
eye could penetrate the darkest designs, and hw pow- 
ers of inveution enabled him to escape the most for- 
midable strauagems. The very meane employed by 
the eucmy to moommode him, were frequently in his 
teen hawls, the mstraments of their ruin, As wn las 
ttation of his eagle-eyed eaution, | will briefly narrate 
hie escape trow « singular plo, whieh Llearned from 
the lips of « veverable man several years deceased.

Lucus, in the year of Rome, 601) took posses- 
sion of their dignity. They ascended to the capi- 
tal, accompanied by a great crowd of hg 
dressed in new cloths; and there, amidst per- 
furnes, they immolated to Jupiter Capitolinus, 
two white bulls, which had never been yoked. 
During this sacrifice, and after having taken 
the oaths of fidelity, the Flamens put up prayers 
for the prosperity of the empire, and the health 
of the emperor. The same was done by all the 
other magistrates. Tacitus tells us that it was 
imputed as a crime to Thrasea that he had ne- 
glected to be present when the oath was taken, 
and the prayers offered for the emperor. Ovid 
gives an account of the ceremonies of this day. 
On the same day, the Romans wished each 
other a happy year, and took especial care not 
to let fall any Jord of bad omen.
